> Among the 
Primitive Jews. 


Among 
t!ie Ancient Babylonian* — In

In the earliest records that have come- 


.own to us, very little is said about the 
eremony by which a couple were ordi- 
/ united Among the primitive Jews 


here was a betrothal and espousal, but 
10 further formal ceremony except the 
mere removal of the bride from her 
ather's house to that of the bridegroom 
r his father 
At a later time the cere- 


monies bewail 1o be more elaborate. On 
he wedding day tho bride would be as 
elegantlv attired as her circumstances 
votild permit und veiled like Rebecca. A 
naid was always married on the fourth 
[ay of tho v, eek. and a widow on the fifth. 
)urin£,r tho ceremony the father, if he 
vere lhi> cclebrator. would take the hand 
f his daughter and give her to tho bride- 
jroom, haying 
"Behold, tako her after 


he law of Muses and lead her away." If 
ho father diu not act as celebrator the 
•abbi or head of the bynagogue would 
al;e the extremity of the scarf or gar- 
nent which \\as around the bridegroom's 
ucck and cover tho head of the bride with 
t, after which he consecrated a cup of 
vine and gave it to tho two contracting 
jarties. 


Tin: MODERN CVSTOM. 


In modern time? a canopy of silk is 


isually put up under which the bride 
ami bridegroom btaad on either side of 
,he parents or guardians, and in front is 
,he chief rabbi, standing between the two 
ministers of the synagogue. Then the 
jridegroom presents the ring (which was 
inly a modern custom in lieu of dower). 
The ring is examined by the chief rabbi, 
who asks the happy man if the ring is his 
own, and being answered in the affirma- 
tive the bridegroom places tho ring upon 
he forefinger of the bride, saying: "Be- 
iold, thou art sanctified to me, according 
o tho law of Moses and Israel." Thou 
follow 
I lesiings and prayers by the 


'abbi, after which one of the synagogue 
officials deposits on the ground at the 
foot of tho bridegroom a small board, 
iipon which an ordinary wine glass is 
placed. 
The bridegroom then stamps 


xipon it and dashes it to pieces, when all 
assembled cry out: "Mazzletouril Mazzle- 
touri!" (Good luckl Good luck') Then 
follow the usual handshakings and con- 
gratulations, and the ceremony is over. 


Among the ancient Babylonians the 


ceremonies v.era originally the same. 
Thero were festivals lasting three days, 
and in their course occurs tho following 
'iirious custom: The bridegroom was 
placed within a circle of dancers, and the 
juests and bystanders then proceeded to 
stick small coius upon his forehead. As 
:ho money fell it was caught in an open 
aaudkereiiief held under his chin. After 
:his a pail} of young men would rush 
nto tho crowd and carry off tho most 
wealthy guests and lock them up in a 
dark room until they paid proper ransom, 
which would go to swell the dowry. 


The custom that guests at a wedding 


should make presents to tlio brido and 
jridegroom is very old; in fact, it has 
jcen observed in all parts of tho world by 
many peoplo and at all periods of tho 
world's history. 
Tho old Ureek, the 


Roman and the Jew all did it, and it is a 
common custom among even savage tribes 
:o this day, but 1 he presents made vary 
with the people making them, aaid with 
tho rank which is given to woman in the 
national customs. In old Norway the 
bride's wedding outfit included a shield, a 
.word and an ax, it being supposed that; 
she would need these to protect herself 
against her husband's blows. 


Till: L A W S OF SCOTLAND. 


Tho easiest wedding to make in any 


civilized country in tho world at the 
present tiiuo is what is known as a com- 
mon law in iiriiUfe under (lie laws of Scot- 
land 
Such weddings have been held 


valid for at leant 70D years, but labor un- 
dor the disadvantage of being considered 
disreputable 
"Tho leading principle," 


said Lord Bens, in a judgment delivered 
by him a few years ago, "is that consent 
niakes marriage. 
Xo ceremony, civil or 


religious; no notice before or publication. 
after, no consummation, no cohabitation, 
no writing, no witnesses, even, are essen- 
tial." A peculiar feature of this kind of 
marriage K that the "law of the place" 
governs t! e imuriage; hence all persons, 
though not <>! ^i-o*hsh domicile, may, by 
averyliiHe fool,,hucss, find themselves 
securely married by the operation of the 
Scottish law. 


In Ireland an important part of the 


ceremony is a collection for tho priest, 
which fonieiin.es amounts to £20 or £30. 
The Irish peasantry are ingenious in do- 
ing this [o as to secure tho largest re- 
sults, and hero is one of tho methods: A 
wedding feast i.s provided and eaten. Irn 
mediately upon the removal of the doth 
the priest marries the young couple, and 
the bride cake is brought iu and placed 
before the priest, who, putting on his 
stole, blesses it and cuts it up into small 
slices, which are handed around, on a 
largo dish among the guests. Each one 
takes a slice of the cake, and lays down 
in tho place of it adonation for the priest, 
consisting of pounds, crcwi-.j or shillings, 
according to tho ability of tho donor. If 
the amount given by any guest be not 
considered sufficient, tho*e present are by 
no means slow in making it uncomforta- 
ble for the guest until ho shall pay a 
proper amount. 


In many places in England and Ireland 


it is considered prudent on the part of the 
bride to take care at the altar to put her 
right foot beforo that of the bridegroom, 
for then she will be sure to get the better 
of him during tho whole of the married 
life. 
This i-, especially prudent in Wales, 


for, 
under tho Welsh law, a husband 


might administer three blows with a 
stick on any part of the person (except 
the head) of his wife iu case she misbe- 
haved, and another directed that the stick 
should not bo longer than the husband's 
arm nor thicker than his middlo finger.— 
Marcus Lane iu Chicago Globe.

What NebRuka Ha* Done—Inroads [Mad* 


by the Lumbar Men—The Annual Bain- 
fall—Forestry In the State of New York. 
Objects. 


In writing on forestry Gen. James S. 


Brisbin, U. S. A., not only presents the 
general features of his theme, but de- 
scribes the peculiarities and uses of each 
American tree. While 8,000,000 trees are 
cut in this country every year only 1,000,- 
000 are planted. To reproduce the for- 
ests that have been cut away would take 
forty generations. Of course no one de- 
sires to turn the country into a wilder- 
ness again, but there is a danger line in 
forest destruction that has already been 
passed in many localities in America as 
in whole rscions, now the scene of deso- 
lation, in Europe. 


When Gen. Brisbin turned forester the 


subject had made no public impression. 
Few journals could be induced to give 
him a hearing. One of the first to aid 
him with his pen was William Cullen 
Bryant. 
The progress that has been 


made is not insignificant. 
Nebraska, 


once called the treeless state, is covered 
with young forests, and will soon be as 
well timbered as an eastern state. For 
several years past irom 15,000,000 to 
20,000,000 trees have been set annually 
in that state. Its arbor day is an annual 
holiday. The governor of Nebraska offers 
a large reward each year to the family 
that will set out the greatest number of 
forest trees. "When I was there," the 
general writes, "it was $500 for the first 
premram, $400 for the second, and so on 
down to $So. Even the women and chil- 
dren could earn premiums, medals and 
diplomas, and great was the competition 
for these rewards of the state. Patches 
of timber have sprung up everywhere, 
and where a few years ago only the naked 
plain was seen, now waves a goodly for- 
est." 
Trees 10 and 12 years old are 80 


feet high and 8 to 10 inches in diameter. 
Forest trees well cared for grow with 
great rapidity in the west. Sage brush 
land when irrigated will produce from 
twenty-flvo to fifty bushels of wheat per 
acre. The general gives many instances 
of the remarkably rapid growth of young 
forests planted in Nebraska. 
He has no 


doubt that all the plains between the 
Missouri river and the Rocky mountains 
can bo covered with trees if tha friends 
of forestry persevere. 


Speaking of the destruction of the for- 


ests, Gen. Brisbin says that one firm alone 
in a western state runs 200 saws. In 
Wisconsin lumber amounting in quantity 
to 1,080,000,000 feet was cut in a single 
year. At the present rate, ten or, at the 
most, twenty years will make an end of 
tho forests in Michigan, Minnesota and 
Winconsiu. It requires 50,000 acres of 
Wisconsin timber to supply the Kansas 
and Nebraska markets alone. New York 
has lost her walnut, maple and hickory, 
and has no forests left except in the 
Adirondacks. 


The island of Santa Cruz, in the West 


Indies, which twenty-five or thirty years 
ago was a garden, is now almost a desert 
in conscience of cutting away the forests. 
Owing to tho same cause many of our 
American rivers have lost half their use- 
fulness. 
The Connecticut is hardly, navi- 


gable, and the Eennebec and Merrimao 
have shrunk one-fourth. 
The Potomac 


lias lost nearly one-fourth of its volume, 
and tho Hudson has declined one-sixth. 
The recent almost instantaneous and very 
destructive July flood in the Monongahela 
river is calculated to make the people of 
the Ohio valley thoughtful on the subject 
of disappearing forests. 
The loss of 


millions and the sweeping away of Iran 
dreds of comfortable homes and industrial 
improvements as the result of a single 
hard rain is a heavy tax to pay for neglect 
to prevent the waste of trees. 


New York has taken hold of the forestry 


question vith considerable earnestness. 
Over 200 fire wardens have been appointed 
throughout the state to prevent forest 
fires. The New York forest commission 
has twenty-live foresters in its employ, 
located iu the eleven northern counties. 
Trespassers have been compelled to re- 
imburse the state on account of timber 
taken. Timber thieving and the spolia- 
tion of forests have been stopped. The 
York forest commission was appointed to 
preserve the forests for the following ob- 
jects: 


First—For the value of tho timber, both 


present and future. 


Second—For the value of forests as 


sanitariums—health resorts for invalids, 
summer breathing places for all. 


Third—For the conservation of the 


sources of water supply. Both science 
and observation agree that forests are 
the great reservoirs that hoard the rain- 
fall to feed brooks and 
rivers. 
The 


streams of Europe have shrunk as the 
forests have been cut away. Our own 
streams aro following on in the same 
track. 


Fourth—For the increase of rainfall. 


Cautious scientific men are not yet ready 
to assert that forests increase the rain- 
fall, but tlic theory has many supporters 
and tho belief is fast growing that forests 
are such an important factor in supplying 
moisture that it is a most dangerous pol- 
icy to strip the country of its trees. 


Fifth—For tho climatic and sanitary 


influence of forests. There can be little 
doubt that forests are great equalizers of 
temperature, render the 
surrounding 


couutry less liable to violent winds, ab- 
sorb malarial and noxious vapors, and act 
in mauy ways beneficially to human 
health. 


A remarkable illustration of tho fact 


that tho clearing of hilly countries is 
likely to result in the complete failing of 
springs is given by Mr. Ney, who states 
that in Provence, France, after all tha 
olivo forests, which had ieen frozen, 
were cut down, a great number of springs 
failed totally. In the city of Orleans, 
after the surrounding heights had been 
thus cleared, nearly all the wells dried 
up, and it became necessary to go to the 
headwaters of the river Little Loire for a 
water supply. 


The state of New York is fortunate in 


still owning tho most of the Adirondack 


The Toller* of the Nile. 


We an in Nubia, the climate, the differ- 


ent types of the negro race, their black 
skins displayed with a lavish disregard of 
dress, all remind us that we are indeed in 
Africa, for all about us are the very 
scenes we used tn see in the geography 
pictures when 'but children. Myself a na- 
tive of the south, and familiar with plan- 
tation life in half a dozen different states, 
before as well as since the civil war, I find 
these Africans in their own country a par- 
ticularly interesting study. We have 
watched them at their daily toil, and far 
too often are they made to work night as 
well as day, until exhausted nature could 
stand no more. Their food is lentils, a 
grain something like barley, but tasting 
more like the bean. A coarse, dry bread, 
that a well bred dog would not eat at 
home. Sometimes a few dates as a lux- 
ury, and this is all. We buy a sheep now 
and then for the boat's crew, and they are 
as ravenous over it as a pack of starving 
wolves. The crews of the boats are at 
least decently covered, but with a great 
number clothing is unknown. We see 
these people drawing water from the river, 
toiling in the fields and laboring in the 
great sugar mills of the Nile. 


For my part, I can truly say that slavery 


was not understood by me before visiting 
Egypt. In intelligence and respectability 
the average of these people, not simply 
Nubians, but those of Egypt as well, I 
mean, of course, the felaheen, do not com- 
pare with our plantation negroes. The 
alleged cataracts are nothing more than 
rapids, not as fine as those above Niagara 
falls, nor the Laehine of the St. Lawrence. 
We descended the lesser one in a small 
row boat, found it exciting, with perhaps, 
a spice of danger in it. It was good sport 
to watch the ebony sons of the desert leap 
from the rocky cliff into the seething 
waters of the great cataract, then, after a 
Bard struggle, scamper up the steep bank, 
and, by the dozen, make our ears ring 
with the din of the national motto, ' 'back- 
scheash, backscheash," all in chorus.— 
William Y. Hamlin in Detroit Free Press.

It is the sorrows instead of the 
joys, that most letters contain. They are 
tho safety valve for deep feeling from 
friend to friend, good in their time, but 
sometimes worse than useless in the fu- 
ture. Every day brings new experiences. 
We are constantly changing, and in many 
cases would be ashamed of our own let- 
ters written ten years ago.

One of these caricatures, 
published during the siege, was made to 
represent a fashiou plate; various elegant 
ladies and gentlemen were pictured going 
about wrapped in mattresses, and under- 
neath the picture was the legend: "Fash- 
ions for the bombardment season." Most 
of these pleasantries of the siege turned 
upon the scarcity of food—a grim subject 
which seemed particularly inspiring to 
the caricaturist of the time. A servant 
asks his master: "Shall I put the horses 
in the carnage today, or m the barouche?" 
"H'm," says the master, sighing, "you 
may put them in tho oven, plcasel" Not 
unlike this is another caricature repre- 
senting a servant making tie familiar an- 
nouncement to his mistress: "The horses 
are ready, madame." '.'What!" "Yes, 
madame—they are on the table!" Such 
pleasantries seem scarcely to have been a 
laughing matter to the people who went 
through those fearful scenes, but the 
Parisians must laugh at something, and 
these pictures prove that they could not 
think of stopping their gayety on account 
of such a passing incident as a siege and 
a famine.—The Argonaut.

Further Particulars of th8 Storm at 


Pittsburgh. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 10.—The official 


list of those affected by yesterday's acci- 
dent on Wood and 
Diamond streets 


swells the total number to sixty-seven 
persons. At this hour (U a.m.) eleven 
are dead, eight fatally injured, twenty- 
five seriously injured, fifteen slightly in- 
jured, and eight miss-ing. It is known posi- 
tively that there are other bodies under 
the ruins, and all possible effort is being 
made for their rescue, but scarcely a hope 
is entertained that any more will he re- 
moved alive. Two bodies have been re- 
moved from the rear of the Weldinbuild- 
ing sinca four o'clock this morning. They 
had not been fully identified at the last 
report at police headu.uarters. 


Chief Brown, together with his assist- 


ants, remained at the scene of the acci- 
dent throughout the night, directing the 
firemen, police officers and others in their 
search for the missing. A long line of 
wagons aud carts carried the debris away 
as rapidlv as they could be loaded. 


Early this morning the number of 


searchers was increased, and the work of 
excavating the deliris is progressing sys- 
tematically.

A mere 
chaos of window frames, roofs, etc., 
marked the spot where yesterday stood 
many little cottages close to the sea wall, 
and no better example can be furnished 
of the terrific force of wind and wave. 
The people living in the houses near the 
beach at the foot of Porter avenue suf- 
fered terribly during the storm. 


About three o'clock this morning the 


water flooded the railroad tracks and be- 
gan to pour down into the low land below 
the track.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Peo- 


ple of the State of Illinois, represented 
in the General Assembly: That here- 
after no person or persons in this State 
shall sell, buy for, or furnish any cigar or 
cigarette, or tobacco in any of its forms, 
to any minor under s'ixteen years of nge, 
unless upon the written order of parent 
or guardian. 


SECTION 2. That if any person or per- 


sons in this State shall violate the pro- 
visions of this act, he, she or they shall, 
on conviction thereof, forfeit and pay for 
each and every offense the sum of twenty 
dollars.

Iliutlu Women and Children. 


Hindustani women are passionately at- 


tached to their children, especially to the 
sons, -nho are the crown and glory of 
their lives 
Xor are they without affec- 


tion for their little daughters, who mast 
be transplanted so early to other house- 
holds 
They try to take good care of 


them all 
l"t prayers and ofterings to the 


gods and to Brahmins could keep the 
little ones in health, then would Hindu 
children never know a pain; Imt in their 
Ignorance of the simplest rules of health, 
the mothers often cause bickuess to come 
to the beiiiirs they love more than life. 
Diseases of the eyes are very prevalent m 
India, oiid the children suffer even more 
than adults 
A curious custom prevails 


of drawing a black line at the base of the 
lower eyelashes with a preparation called 
surma. They think this protects the eyes 
from inflammation, and also that it adds 
to their beauty. 


In sickness they formerly depended 


upon their priests, who have a little 
knowledge of roots and herbs. 
Now 


there are. well educated native doctors in 
all the cities, who are employed by 
government to take charge of hospitals, 
under the superintendence of an English 
physician. 
But the poor people in the 


villages suffer greatly from the lack of 
modical treatment. \Vhenachild is sick, 
the anxious mother gets the best advice 
and medicine she can, and redoubles her 
prayers to the gods. 
If the child dies 


she 13 overwhelmed with sorrow and 
despair, fearing that some sin of her own 
has caused the death of the child, or that 
its sin has hurried it into another exist- 
ence, where, as a savage beast or venom- 
ous reptile, it must expatiate its guilt. 
The vague doctrine of the transmigration 
of souls does not afford much comfort to 
tho Hindu. 
No hope of recognition or 


reunion is held out; and yet, with the 
utmost inconsistency, tho peoplo often 
speak of paradise and of meeting dear 
ones there.—Mis.

American Inventions In Madrid. 


The Spaniard makes no distinction be- 


tween Engbskmen and North Americans, 
bnt labels them indiscriminately as "In- 
gleses." "American" here means South 
American, and if you tell the natives you 
are an American they are apt to express 
surprise that you do "not speak Spanish as 
fluently as they do. What is particularly 
aggravating is'to find a number of Ameri- 
can inventions utilized in Spain and In- 
variably placed to the credit of the "In- 
gleses." I was annoyed to find that street 
cars are supposed to'be an English inven- 
tion; but my indignation rose to fever 
heat when I entered a place marked 
"English Drinks" and found—a gemiuv 
American soda water fountain, an article 
positively unknown in England. 


The word "Ingleses" meets the eye at 


every corner in modern Madrid. There 
are for sale English hats, English cravats, 
English biscuits, English candles and 
matches, etc. One also comes across 
German goods occasionally—a lithographic 
establishment or a Wagner opera in the 
window of a musie store by the side of 
"Carmen," but the Englishpredoroinates, 
even over the French, which has always 
hitherto made its influence felt in Madrid. 
In fact, the Spanish capital has never been 
a thoroughly Spanish 
city. 
Though 


known to histoi-y almost a thousand years, 
it remained a mere village until Charles 
V made it his occasional residence, and 
Phillip II, in 1500, his capital. anJ even 
then it did not grow with special rapidity, 
for of its 500,000 inhabitants, 300,000 have 
been added in the last thirty years—con- 
sequently a largo part of the city has an 
essentially modern 
aspect, resembling 


other European cities.—Cor. New York
